If windows are wanted, show whether check or plain rail. 

When an odd sash or window is ordered, always give 
both glass size and number of lights and outside opening, 
and if possible send sketch.

AAA. Oil Finish Doors.—Material for AAA oil finish 
doors must be clear, no white sap admitted. Workmanship 
must be good. 

AA. Oil Finish Doors.—Material for AA _ oil’ finish 
doors must be clear, with the exception that white sap will 
be admitted, not to exceed twenty-five (25) per cent of the 
face of any one piece. Workmanship must be good. 


No. 1 Qualhty.—Material in No. 1 Doors must be clear, 
with the exception that water stains and small pin knots not 
exceeding one-fourth (14) inch in diameter may be admitted. 
No piece to contain more than two (2) such defects, and no 
door more than five (5) such defects on each side; white sap 
not considered a defect. Workmanship must be good. 


No. 2 Quality—Material in No. 2 Doors may contain 
knots not to exceed one (1) inch in diameter, and blue sap 
showing on both sides not to exceed fifty (50) per cent in 
any one piece of the door, and gum spots showing on one 
(1) side of a piece only, and other slight defects shall not 
exceed ten (10) in number on each side; and each white pine 
stile, bottom and lock rail must contain at least one (1) 
and not to exceed (3) such defects; plugs admitted and not 
regarded as a defect. Slight defects in workmanship ad- 
mitted. 

A Standard Door may be through tennon, blind tennon or 
dowelled. 


WINDOWS 


Check Rail Windows may contain two (2) knots three- 
eights (3) inch in diameter or one red knot five-eighths 
(5%) inch in diameter and in each piece of a window. White 
sap and not over thirty-three and one-third (331%) per cent 
blue sap may be admitted in any one window. Workman- 
ship must be good. 

Plain Rail Windows and Sash may contain blue sap and 
small knots. 


Ohio Openings 


The windows listed in this book are for what are known as 
Ohio openings, viz.: all windows and sash are 4% inches in 
width and all windows 6% inches in length over the glass 
measure—whether 1, 2, or 6 lights to the sash. 

These openings are of advantage to the carpenter and 
dealer for the following reasons: 

1st. They simplify the work of making frames. 

2nd. Should changes from 12-light to 2 or 4-light windows 
be required after frames are set, they can be made and 
stock sizes used without extra cost. 

3rd. They simplify the work of ordering and keeping up 
stock. For example: one size of frame or blind will answer 
for 8x12, 12-light, 12x24, 4-light or 24x24, 2-light windows, 
and this is true of other similar sizes. 

4th. The investment in stock will be less for the same 
reasons. 

5th. There is less liability of error in ordering.

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The Proper Care of Veneered 
Hardwood Doors 


First, last and always, “‘Keep Dry”; that sums up the whole 
matter in a nut shell. 


If exposed to damp weather, or hung in a freshly plastered 
house, the moisture will enter the pores of the dry wood, and 
cause the veneer to peel or joints to open. 


As soon as the decors are taken from the warehouse, apply 
a priming coat of some good filler. 


When they are hung, paint the top and bottom edges eae 
two coats of lead and oil. 


Outside veneer doors should be protected from the weather 
by a porch. Cover the entire surface of the door,—outside, 
inside and both edges,—with three coats of good, waterproof, 
exterior varnish. Renew the varnish at least once a year 
thereafter. 


How to Finish Oak and Birch 


‘“‘Birch”’ The American Mahogany 


The best mahogany stain is in a powdered form named 
Transparent Dark Mahogany Stain Powder. This is mixed 
with water and is purely a water stain and can be used for 
both medium and dark mahogany. 


For Medium use one pound of powder to two gallons of 
water. For Dark use one and one-half pounds of powder to 
two gallons of water. For other stain, including light mahog- 
any, we recommend the use of an oil stain. 

After the proper stain has been selected, apply with waste 
or a brush. If put on with a brush, wipe it carefully with 
waste to remove the surplus stain. Then apply one coat of 
shellac. Sand the shellac with 0 sandpaper. Then apply one 
coat of varnish and sand with 00 sandpaper and apply an- 
other coat of shellac. 


Now rub with ground pumice stone, which will give a fine 
flat finish. If a highly polished finish is desired, rub with 
furniture polish. This should be rubbed on with rotten stone. 
Put oil around the edge of the panel to prevent the water 
from getting into the grooves; then pour on water with 
pumice stone and rub dry. 

When rubbing the pumice stone, use a piece of soft felt. A 
very good finish can be obtained by omitting the rubbing 
with pumice stone, which will save time and considerable 
expense. 


Birch—Natural 


Apply a coat of white shellac. Let dry ten hours. Sand- 
paper with 00 sandpaper. Then apply one coat of white 
maple polishing varnish and let dry four or five days and 
sandpaper again with 00 sandpaper. 

After this operation it is advisable to give still another 
coat of white maple polish varnish, allowing this to dry four 
or five days. Then rub with FFF pumice stone. Use water 
and soft rubbing felt, which will give a handsome flat finish. 


Oak—Natural 


Fill with white paste filler. Let dry 24 hours. After this 
treat the same as birch natural. 
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
